The Axis powers and Grent Britain struggled to sway the vast power 
of Soviet Russia and the United States today as world-wide conflict 


mounted towards a new peak. 


On the air and sea battlefields, Germany stepped up airplane and U- 
boat attacks designed to starve Great Britain; he Royal Air Force staged 
a record five-hour raid over Berlin, bombed many other German war 


bases and battled Nazi aircraft over o— 


London; and Fasiist air squadrons 
traded blows with the British in 
North Africa. 

There were unofficial estimates 
in London that 5,000 persons had 
been killed and 8,000 injured in the 
September bombings. 

Despite the steadily mounting 
tempo of aerial warfare, however, 
there were developments of still 
greater potential importance on the 
diplomatic front, including: 

1. Efforts by Japan to improve 
relations with Soviet Russia, thus 
Strengthening the new Germany- 
Italian-Japanese alliance, were pre- 
dicted in Moscow, where the Soviet 
press indirectly agreed with Nazis 
that relations between Russia and 
Germany were good and charged 
that the United States actually was

SACRAMENTO, (IP) — Assembly- 
man Hubert Scudder, of Sebastopol, 
vice-chairman of the Republican 
State Central Committee, today 
charged that Roosevelt - Wallace 
farm policies have been a liability 
rather than a help to California 
farmers. 

Henry Wallace, democratic vice- 
presidential nominee, made a swing 
through the Marin, Sonoma, Napa 
and Sacramento county areas yes- 
terday, predicting continuation of 
new deal farm policies for another 
four years. 

California fruit, berry and poul- 
try rasiers “have been kept in the 
red,” Scudder said in reply to Wal- 
lace. He said Sonoma county Gra- 
venstein apple growers, “have not 
made a living profit in five years” 
and that “Petaluma poultry grow- 
ers have made only a meager living 
in six years, 1937 excepted, because 
the price of grain for chickens has 
been pegged by Wallace for the 
benefit of growers in the north and 
midwest.”
